DESERVED TRIBUTE. 

NE of our Southern readers, who modestly 

prefers to be nameless here, has been in- 
spired by THE BLOOD-HORSE accounts of the char- 
ity meetings of the Idle Hour Fair Association, 
at Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm, 
Lexington; at the New Louisiana Jockey Club’s 
Fair Grounds, of which Colonel Bradley is the 
principal owner; at the Miami Jockey Club’s 
Hialeah Park, in which Joseph E. Widener is the 
largest stockholder and the head of affairs; at 
Bowie, owned principally by Mr. and Mrs. James 
F. O’Harra, Mrs. G. D. Bryan and Joseph Far- 
rell, and charity meetings likewise to come at 
Pimlico, Havre de Grace and Laurel, in Mary- 
land. 

This reader recognizes the leadership of Colonel 
Bradley in the spread of these racing days for 
the sake of charity; recognizes that his hospi- 
tality and generosity has opened the hazy minds 
of the public, and that there has been a glad 
response and an eagerness for participation in 
the happiness that comes of aiding the needy 
and the helpless, and so this reader has indited 
the following lines as a tribute to Colonel 
Bradley: 

A LEADER 
Your hospitality is like a sconce of rays, 
Flaming high through a scarf of haze. 
Is praised in song, beautifully wafted, 
Above angels, to the Golden Throne. 


Your generosity is like an aurora 

Whose rays pierce the purple cacara. 

It has sent long pin-points of light 
Into ice-bound hearts from every clime. 


Your administration is worthy the leader, 
Which you have proven, as an achiever 
Of happy comredeship with mankind; 
Gives zest and love in living. 


MATING. 

N England this breeding season there has 

been, it seems, more than the usual complaint 
among the small owners anent inability to get 
nominations to the most sought-after stallions, 
and this has given rise to much comment in the 
sporting press of that country. Some of the 
contributors advanced the opinion that the dif- 
ficulty of access to the high-fee’d stallions was 
tantamount to inability to break into a closely 


guarded corporation. The Turf commentator in 
Truth (London) says: 

“IT am by no means sure that the difficulty of 
obtaining nominations is not beneficial to the 
breeding industry, if only for the reason that it 
may stimulate breeders to exercise their knowl- 
edge and ingenuity in securing the desired com- 
bination of strains of biood through other chan- 
nels, and in so doing give less fashionable stal- 
lions an opportunity.” 


Those words are well spoken. There are in 
all countries horses of good bone, conformation 
and pedigrees, which are beyond the pale of 
fashion, and which possibly could do as well as 
some of the ultra-fashionable sires, if only they 
could have some of the advantages accorded to 
their more fortunate contemporaries, which, col- 
lectively, nearly monopolize the pick of the 
mares of their respective countries. 


Truth’s writer says that it should be remem- 
bered that each one of the stallions in strongest 
request ‘will, in the course of his stud career, 
have between 300 and 400, probably more, op- 
portunities for showing what he can do in the 
way of getting winning stock, while a mare, no 
matter how good she may be as a brood animal, 
can barely have an expectancy of 12 foals. There 
are, nevertheless, mares which seem to get first 
class winners by almost any stallion—by stal- 
lions, at all events, differing widely in pedi- 
gree.” 

As a case in point this English writer cites 
Galicia, dam of Bayardo, by Bay Rona’d, and of 
Lemberg, by Cyllene, and then comments: “The 
extraordinary persistence of a successful strain 
of blood in tail-female is, indeed, remarkable, 
and it is a matter to which I am inclined to think 
insufficient attention is paid. Perhaps the most 
a breeder of bloodstock can do is to put proba- 
bility on his side. He is always up against the 
problem of heredity, for he never knows when 
some unexpected and unwanted quality in the 
sire or dam may reappear, thereby completely 
upsetting his carefully worked out calculations. 
He has also to deal with the much-vexed ques- 
tion of in-breeding. As a matter of fact the 
majority of our bloodstock is more or less in- 
bred, and the evil consequences of inbreeding 
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have only been eliminated or kept in check by 


the constant application of the test of racing.” 

Relative to the important subject of affinity 
so well illustrated in this country in the union 
of the blood of Domino with that of Ben Brush; 
Fair Play with *Rock Sand; *Ogden with *Star 
Shoot, etc., Truth’s writer asks: “If successful 
in the past, why should it not be so in the fu- 
ture? Why, for instance, did Bay Middleton do 
so well with Velocipede mares?.” He then goes 
on to say: “Of his daughters, two were Ennui, 
dam of Saunterer, and Ellen Middleton, dam of 
Wild Dayrell. Of these the dam of Ennui was 
by Velocipede, and the dam of Ellen Middleton 
was by Malek, own brother to Velocipede. Then 
there were the brood mares, Nun Appleton and 
Rose of Cashmere, both got by Bay Middleton, 
the former out of a mare by Malek, the latter 
out of a sister to Velocipede; and Autocrat, a son 
of Bay Middleton, got Queen Elizabeth out of a 
granddaughter of Velocipede. The only reason 
I can offer for this successful union of the Bay 
Middleton and Velocipede strains of blood is that 
it carried with it inbreeding to Whiskey, Pot- 
8-O’s and Sorcerer. 

“Then what about Sterling and his success 
with mares inbred to Birdcatcher? Of his sons 
so bred one was Isonomy, and Isonomy got Isin- 
glass, Seabreeze, Ravensbury, Primer, and Com- 
mon out of mares in each of whom there was a 
strain or strains of Bay Middleton. Coming to 
more recent days, I might mention the late Sir 
Daniel Cooper’s famous mare Glare. In the 
course of her stud career she was mated with 
Common, Isinglass, Kendal, Carbine, Trenton, St. 
Frusquin, St. Simon, Gallinule, and Flying Fox, 
and if we except Lady Lightfoot, subsequently 
dam of Prince Palatine, her only successful pro- 
duce were Flair, Lesbia, and Vivid, all by St. 
Frusquin. Noticing the success attending on the 
mating of Glare with St. Frusquin, the late Ma- 
jor Roberts sent one of Glare’s daughters, Menda, 
by Gallinule, to St. Frusquin, the resulting pro- 
duce being Rossendale, winner of the Craven 


Stakes, the Tudor Plate, and the Princess of 
Wales's Stakes, and also placed third in the 
Derby. Here the affinity of the strains of blood 


to be found in the respective pedigrees of Glare 
and St. Frusquin was clearly still dominant in 
the succeeding generation.” 


SENATOR CAMDEN. 

N the course of an editorial headed “Camden 

to Retire?” The Louisville Times recently said: 
“Senator Camden’s personal experience as a 
breeder covers one-third of the period of the his- 
tory of the Kentucky Turf.” The Times surely 
must know that printed records of racing and 
breeding Thoroughbreds in Kentucky date from 
the first issue of The Kentucke Gazette, which 
was in Lexington, August 11, 1787, and that its

Lunetta, bred by the Keeneland Stud of J. O. 
and the late G. H. Keene, was foaled March 25, 
1917. She was sold as a yearling at Durland’s 
in New York on September 12, 1918, and was 
knocked down to Fred Burlew’s bid of $550. 


Her first start was in a half-mile maiden filly 
race at Lexington, April 24, 1919. Carrying the 
Waldeck Stable (C. Bruce Head) colors, she was 
unplaced to Anna Jackson. Her first win oc- 
curred on June 12 at Latonia. In a special weights 
race over five furlongs, she beat Alsace, Lady 
Roberts and others in 1:00 4-5. She then came 
into the possession of J. J. Hallenbeck and in 
September won a race at Aqueduct. Among her 
other races during the season were wins at 
Empire City and Pimlico, on heavy and sloppy 
tracks, and two other wins at Bowie. 

At three she won only one race, a six furlong 
test for 3-year-old fillies at Jamaica in which 
Clarence Kummer rode her. At four she was 
succesful in seven races, her victories being 
scored at Empire City, Saratoga, Laurel and 
Bowie. She attracted the attention of John E. 
Madden and at Saratoga he bought her and im- 
mediately she won the Catskill Selling Stakes 
from a fair field without being fully extended. 
She raced next at Laurel, under the colors of S. 
Lewis, winning two races for him. 

Racing through most of her 5-year-old sea- 
son, 1922, in the ownership of C. P. and G. C. 


Winfrey, she won a number of good races in 
Maryland and Canada. At Kenilworth, July 25, 
she set a track record of 1:43 for a mile and 70 
yards. In her last winning race of the year, at 
Laurel in a claiming handicap of 1 1-8 miles, she 
carried the colors of W. A. Buck. 


Her 1923 campaign saw her in the hands of 
two new owners. At Thorncliffe in May she 
took first money in the $2,500 added Thorncliffe 
Spring Handicap, 1 1-16 miles, with 108 pounds, 
beating Best Pal, Ethel Clayton and others. S. N. 
Holman was her owner. C. C. Smithson had her 
in his stable when she won a couple of claiming 
races in the fall in Maryland. 


Lunetta raced well through her 6-year-old 
season and won a few claiming races for Mr. 
Smithson. Toward the end of the summer she 
passed into the hands of A. C. Bostwick. For 
him she won two races, the second of which was 
a claiming test of 1 1-8 miles at Laurel. That 
was the end of her winning. She was=§ still 
running for Mr. Bostwick when she made her 
last appearance on the track and trailed a field 
home at Laurel November 1. 


Lunetta was a half-sister to Jacoba, winner of 
the Spinaway Stakes. Agnes Virginia was a 
winner and was out of Fair Penitent, sister to 
Dungarven (54 wins), Mabel Glenn (37 wins) 
and Avatar (winner five seasons). Lunetta’s 
racing record:

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REMINISCENCIES OF SALEM

T is now many years since a race meeting was 

held at Salem, New Hampshire, but the fact 
that there once was one, has been brought to 
mind by a rumor prevalent that it was about to 
be revived. Inquiry from those in a position to 
know proves the rumor entirely without founda- 
tion. True t’is pity. Pity t’is t’is true! 

The Salem track was one of the prettiest im- 
aginable—a perfect oval, beautiful soil, a de- 
lightful club house and grand stand, good rail- 
road sidings, good stabling, and a charming hotel, 
facing on Canobie Lake. Everything needful for 
a successful race meeting was there to hand, and 
horses, too, with their trainers were on hand in 
goodly numbers. Andrew Miller, later President 
of the Saratoga Association, was the president 
and guiding spirit, and all looked in train for a 
pleasant and successful gathering. 


But one thing was lacking. There was no 
crowd, and no gate money. Three specials were 
run by the Boston and Maine Railroad from Bos- 
ton, and that was the only thing about them— 
they ran. There were no passengers. After some 
few days of “no gate,’’ Andrew Miller found him- 
self called upon to produce money to pay the 
horsemen their purses. He telegraphed John W. 
Gates, who, with his partner, John A. Drake, had 
originally put up the money to buy and build the 
track, to come to his rescue and put up more 
money. And Mr. Gates came. He walked down 
the club lawn, and Andrew Miller, who no doubt 
was delighted to see him come to the rescue, 
greeted him effusively. 

“Well, ‘Tiff,’ what can I do for you?” asked the 
big plunger. 

“There’s no money in the bank, and none com- 
ing in, and we’ve got to have money to pay the 
purses. I want you to help us out.” 

Mr. Gates had already sunk nearly a million 
in the venture, and he looked askance at his 
friend “Tiff’’ Miller when he disclosed the state 
of affairs. The first race was about to be called, 
and the grand stand should have been fairly well 
filled. But was it? 

Mr. Gates turned around, and took one search- 
ing look in the direction of the empty benches. 
‘That one look sufficed, for there were only some 
20 people in all seated on the grand stand, and 
of the number 13 were members of the band. 

“T’ve had enough, ‘Tiff,’”’ he said. “Let them 
have it!” He did not intend to throw any more 
good money away after bad. He had paid for 
his experience to find out that the good people 
of Boston, though they were keen enough to 
patronize trotting races, did not feel any interest 
in the runners. 

Such was the experience of the men who put 
up over a million to provide Salem with a good 
track, and make the Bostonians fond of racing. 
‘Now there has been talk of resuscitating the 
Salem meeting. Next comes the query, “Who is 
going to put up the money?” That’s another 
matter altogether. 

In defense of the original management it must 
be said that a meeting of the horsemen was 
called and an agreement entered into to race for 
half the advertised purses. It was a pitiable 
finale, but nobody was to blame, except the in- 
dividual who had talked Messrs. Gates and Drake 
into the proposition. He (the individual) is long 
since dead, so shall be nameless. Andrew Miller 
was one of the innocent victims of the fiasco. 


THOROUGHBRED IN THE TROTTER

HE Thoroughbred horse, imported Messenger, 
is the fountain head of our American trotting 
horse. He founded a race of trotting horses 
that no other Thoroughbred ever did, although 
several instances are on record where Thorough- 
bred sires have played a prominent part in 

trotting horse history. 

Just why a Thoroughbred horse has founded 
a family of trotting horses is hard to under- 
stand, but Messenger did it, history proving 
that fact. 

Imported Messenger sired Mambrino, he hav- 
ing a Thoroughbred dam and the Thoroughbred 
mare. Amazonia, or at least she was said to be 
Thoroughbred, mated with Mambrino produced 
Abdallah 1, the first stallion registered in Wal- 
lace’s American Trotting. 

Abdallah 1, sired three standard trotters, Sir 
Walter (2:27), Frank Forrester (2:30), and 
O’Blennis (2:30), also he sired Hambletonian, 
10, and the dam of Goldsmith Maid (2:14), the 
last named proving the greatest money winning 
trotter of the olden days. 

It seems strange that a horse can give to his 
progeny characteristics that he does not him- 
self possess, yet occasionally we see on the - 
running Turf horses that possess a nice trotting 
gait, but those that possess it are unable to show 
any speed at that way of going. 

Hambletonian 10, is really the fountain head of 
trotting speed, as every famous trotter traces to 
that noted progenitor, he being the forefather 
of every great sire and dam in the history of 
the harness race horse. 

Guy Axworthy (2:08 3-4), sire of four two- 
minute trotters, viz., Lee Axworthy (1:58 1-4), 
Guy McKinney (1:58 3-4), Mr. McElwyn 
(1:59 1-4), and Arion Guy (1:5914), traces sev- 
eral times to Hambletonian 10, but strange to 
say his second dam, Flora, is a daughter of the 
Thoroughbred stallion, Langford, by Williamson’s 
Belmont, and the dam of Langford is Liz Givens 
by imported Langford. 

Flora, the second dam of Guy Axworthy 
(2:08 3-4), is the dam of Lillian Wilkes (2:17 3-4), 
and Joe Arthurton (2:2014), and Lillian Wilkes, 
besides producing Guy Axworthy and two others 
in the standard list is also the grandam of Frank 
Perry (2:15), the world’s champion yearling 
pacer, and Frank Perry has held that record 
since 1911. 

Atlantic Express (2:07 3-4), sire of the world’s 
champion trotting mare, Nedda (1:58 1-4), has a 
right smart lot of Thoroughbred blood in his 
veins, as his second dam, Esther, is stirctly 
Thoroughbred, she being a daughter of Express 
by Endorser, and her dam was Coliseum by 
Colossus. 

Esther is the dam of five 2:30 performers, in- 
cluding Expressive (2:1212), the dam of Atlantic 
Express (2:07 3-4), Esther Bells (2:08 1-4), and 
also the grandam of Taurida (2:04 1-4), Selka 
(2:05 1-4), and others of note. 


A GOOD RECORD. 


During the years 1921 to 1930, inclusive, Hanly 
Webb trained and raced for Mrs. R. M. Hoots 
five horses, Tuscola, Black Gold, Pay Sand, Beg- 
gar Boy and Bernice L., and they earned col- 
lectively $125,522.00.

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THE FASTEST MILES 


By E. C. SMITH. 


HIRTY years ago, this season, I saw Briga- 

dier acclaimed at Sheepshead Bay as the 
first horse to run a mile on an American race 
track in better than 1:38. That was 24 years 
after the great Ten Broeck had amazed the rac- 
ing world by running the distance at Louisville 
in 1:39 3-4, the first American mile better than 
1:40. 


It was 17 years after the performance of Ten 
Broeck that the first mile better than 1:39 was 
recorded. This was by Libertine, who reduced 
‘Ten Broeck’s record by a full second at Harlem. 
Six years later, in 1900, *Voter at Brighton 
Beach, and Orimar at Washington Park, each 
did the mile in 1:38. It was the following sea- 
son that Brigadier set the mark at 1:37 4-5. Two 
years later Dick Welles reduced this to 1:37 2-5. 

Although this record was equalled on two or 
three occasions it was not bettered until the 
building of the Santa Anita track in California, 
where in 1908 Centre Shot lowered it to 1:37 1-5. 
That this was a track far beyond any known at 
that time for speed was demonstrated when, dur- 
ing the two years of its use, 225 days of racing 
to be exact, a mile in 1:38 was beaten 15 times. 

Following the short-lived Santa Anita track 
came another still more noted for speed. This 
was Juarez. It was over this course in 1914 that 
Bonne Chance made a new record of 1:37, to be 
followed in a few weeks later by one mile in 1:36 
4-5 made by Christophine. A few months later 
at Syracuse, New York, over the trotting track 
of the State Fair Grounds, Amalfi was timed the 
distance in 1:36 1-4. The hard track was a big 
factor in this performance. 


But it remained for the Saratoga meeting of 
1918 to inaugurate a regular orgy of fast races. 
It was early to be seen that the track, which had 
been made over, was fast almost beyond belief. 
Here Roamer, with an impost of 110 pounds, 
raced against Salvator’s record of 1:35 2-5, made 
Over a straight course against time, at Mon- 
mouth Park, 28 years earlier, and ran the dis- 
tance in 1:34 4-5. At this meeting also five 
mile races were won in better than 1:37, as fol- 
lows: Sun Briar 1:36 1-5, Sunny Slope, 1:36 2-5, 
Tombolo 1:36 3-5, Motor Cop and Star Master 
in 1:36 4-5. 

Since that time miles in 1:37 have ceased to be 
a novelty. In 1930 there 28 at this notch, or bet- 
ter, six of them in 1:36, or lower, culminating 
‘with Jack High’s new record of 1:35 flat made at 
Belmont Park, beating the record of Cherry Pie, 
1:35 2-5, which had stood for seven years. 

While more than half a century had elapsed 
between Ten Broeck’s first mile better than 1:40, 
and Jack High’s new mark of 1:35, a great ma- 
jority of the fast races have been run in the last 
dozen years. The record now stands at 152 miles 
on American tracks in 1:37 or better. Fifty- 
four of these miles were run over the Belmont 
Park course and 24 at Saratoga. The 152 fastest 
one-mile races be grouped as follows: One mile 
at 1:34 4-5; one at 1:35; two at 1:35 2-5; two at 
1:35 3-5; six at 1:35 4-5; 11 at 1:36; 13 at 1:36 
1-5; 15 at 1:36 2-5; 25 at 1:36 3-5; 33 at 1:36 
4-5; 42 at 1:37, and one at 1:36 1-4. 

Many of America’s greatest horses are on the 
list of holders of fast mile records. Man o’ War 
as a 3-year-old with 118 pounds up ran the dis- 
tance at Belmont Park in 1:35 4-5, and *Snob 
II repeated the performance in detail two years 


later. Cherry Pie, the record holder for sev- 
eral years, was three when he picked up 118 and 
ran in 1:35 2-5. Blue Larkspur carried the same 
weight at the same age and won in 1:36. 

Lady Broadcast gets the place of honor among 
the mares and fillies. At Arlington Park she 
carried 112, to reel off the mile in 1:35 3-5. Kai- 
Sang has the weight-carrying record. As a 3- 
year-old and with 133 pounds on his back he ran 
the mile at Belmont Park in 1:37. Lucullite car- 
ried 139 pounds for the distance in 1:36 3-5, and 
Mad Hatter duplicated that time with one pound 
less. John P. Grier with 127 aboard made it 
in 1:36. 

But in the list there is no performance which 
stands out more prominently than that of Twenty 
Grand. In winning the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes this colt ran the mile in 1:36, a truly re- 
markable showing for a 2-year-old. 

It took seven years to lop two-fifths of a sec- 
ond off the mark held by Cherry Pie. How long 
will it be before the name of Jack High will 
topple from its proud position? Has the limit 
of speed been reached in our horses, or has the 
cunning of man run the gamut in providing and 
conditioning courses which are the great factor 
to the development of high speed? :

George Williamson, whom The Star (London) 
describes as “perhaps the greatest steeplechase 
jockey of his day,’”’ and who won the Grand Na- 
tional on Manifesto in 1899, told a reporter for 
The Star: “All through the race I had a tooth- 
pick stuck in my mouth. I always rode with a 
toothpick in my mouth. The reason I started 
holding the pick was to stop myself from smok- 
ing so many cigarettes. 

“The day I won the National, Mrs. W. H. 
Moore, the wife of the well-known trainer, took 
my toothpick, had it mounted, and made into a 
‘brooch. 

“I was given a cheque for £2,000 for winning. 
I got the cheque back from the bank, and have 
kept it ever since as a memento. 

“Manifesto was the finest steeplechaser I ever 
rode, and, when he won, he carried 12st. 7lb. Only 
three other horses have won carrying such a 
heavy-weight. 

“Manifesto died, and for years he was only a 
memory. Then, one day in Liverpool, a friend 
said, ‘Would you like to see your old horse, 
Manifesto, again?’ 

“He took me to the Museum, and there, stand- 
and on its feet in running attitude, as if it were 
on the old Aintree course once more, was the 
skeleton of Manifesto. 

“Only once in the seven ‘Nationals’ in which I 
rode did I fall. That was when the guard rail 
of the open ditch was broken away, and my horse 
didn’t see the ditch. He fell right over the fence 
and rolled over. 

“I wasn’t hurt, but it is a funny experience ly- 


ing flat on the ground while the other horses’ 


leap over you, and come down on the other side 
with a thunder of hoofs. 

“They may miss you by inches only, but horses 
have wonderful sense, and they will not touch 
anybody on the ground if they can possibly 
help it.” 

Williamson is of the opinion that women as 
jockeys will never become established in compe- 
tition with men. As he sees it, it would be too 
dangerous and too strenuous. He also thinks that 
women as a rule are not good judges of pace and 
that they would want to go too fast.

EORGE V. BARNES, master of Barnesdale 

Farm, not far from Louisville, has a small 
band of horses in training at Churchill Downs 
this spring. Mr. Barnes hasn’t had a real crack 
in some years, but one may develop from among 
the juveniles of his own breeding he has quar- 
tered there. 

Suave and intellectual, that’s George “the 
fifth.” The Laird of Barnesdale has a lot of 
faith in the ability:of his well bred young sire, 
Whiskaway, and come to think of it, why 
shouldn't he? ..The son of Whisk Broom II from 
Inaugural had out six juvenile winners last sea- 
son. They accounted for 14 wins, 10 seconds and 
nine thirds. One of these, Concord by name, won 
stakes. Each spring at Louisville one of Mr. 
Barnes’. Whiskaways comes tearing down to the 
payoff with boxcar figures attached. Whiska- 
way is a Whitney-bred and it was he that first 
humbled the Kentucky Derby winner and un- 
beaten 2-year-old, Morvich. This he did in the 


Kentucky Special, at Latonia, in 1922. Morvich 
had just finished winning the Kentucky Derby 
and most followers of the sport regarded him as 
practically invincible, but when he hooked up 
with Whiskaway at level weights, 126 pounds, 
over the mile and one-quarter route, he found his 
match, Whiskaway winning off in 2:02 4-5, 
Thibodaux splitting him and Morvich.

ILLY WALKER: ‘“Whooie, man, Oh man, 
how that St. James could run! I’ve timed 
them ali for nearly a generation—Artful, Man 0’ 
War, Whichone, Billy Kelly, all the fast ones— 
but that St. James, he simply flew!”” It was just 
about a year ago that the pilot of Ten Broeck 
told me precisely the same thing during a dis- 
cussion of the swiftest of the swift. At that time, 
he ventured the opinion that St. James would 
prove a fine sire, and just to bear “Billy” out, the 
son of *Ambassador IV sent Jamestown to the 
races last summer.

UST as early, perhaps, as you will ever tum- 

ble out and put in an appearance at Churchill 
Downs these spring mornings, you will sight a 
diminutive individual almost hidden in a sombre- 
hued overcoat hovering about the six-furlongs 
pole. That would be Roscoe Goose, and he would 
not be trying to make off with the green and 
white marker. Most likely he would be intently 
observing a set of horses some folks have en- 
trusted to his care, galloping in Indian file about 
the oval. Some of these days I’m going to trail 
Roscoe about in an effort to satisfy an over- 
whelming curiosity as to whether he still chews 
licorice gum. When riding in such good form in 
these parts some years ago, he obviously was 
greatly addicted to black chewing gum, and was 
seen to chew most viciously when the finishes 
were closest.

OR weeks we have been hearing all manner of 

nice things regarding the early training of 
Equipoise and Mate. Twenty Grand being lo- 
cated at the Greentree Farm, Red Bank, N. J., 
news of his progress wasn’t so accessible to the 
outside world. However, a very shrewd judge 
of horseflesh who has just recently seen the son 
of *St. Germans reports him in fine health. Also, 
it was noted that he wasn’t so scarce about the 
flanks and hind parts as last fall. 

Do ycu know that up East they don’t consider 
Twenty Grand such-a-much? One of the critics, 
“Beau Belmont,” has allowed his imagination 
such freedom that he pictures Surf Board a bet- 
ter Derby and Preakness chance than the son 
of *St. Germans! Shake yourself, Beau, any hoss 
that can turn the mile in 1:36 as a 2-year-year- 
old probably could give Surf Board cards and 
spades and beat him doing anything. One East- 
erner recently observed to the writer that he 
doesn’t believe Twenty Grand ran that mile in 
1:36, also that he doesn’t think the regal bay is 
much above the second-raters. What a surprise 
New Yorkers are in for. And out there they 
think a colt like Ormesby is a “threat.” Any- 
body who can figure Ormesby and Surf Board 
better hazards than Twenty Grand probably sub~ 
tracts where it calls for addition.

RYANT OTT, who sharpens horses of Thomas 
Taggart, Jr.; sometimes called the “Prince of 
French Lick,’”’ has a brown colt by *Dis Donc— 
Waif, under his wing that is said to be able to 
run more than just a little. This youngster, a 
rather homely, floppy-eared sort, will be known 
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to racing as Dis Dat. Old timers say there never 
was a racer with such ears that couldn’t run.

XCUSES for the sorry exhibition of Sun Beau 
in the Agua Caliente Handicap are at a dime 
a dozen. If all the troubles which are alleged to 
have intervened were existent, then I dare say 
he will be lucky if his life can be spared for stud 
duty, to say nothing of racing again. ‘“Doc” 
Crawford’s many friends offered him a choice 
collection of alibis immediately after the running, 
but he accepted noné of them. It is said that the 
horse is safely ensconced in his box at Columbia, 
and with nary a scratch or blemish of any de- 
scription. Reading between the lines of the chart 
it would seem that the ride he received at the 
hands of Coltiletti benefitted him none, though 
he may not have beaten old Mike Hall that day, 
no matter what plan was pursued by his pilot. 
He was in trouble early and after extricating 
himself from the pack, which no doubt cost him 
something, he was stood on his head and was a 
Squeezed sponge before the stretch was reached. 
Sun Beau always did like small fields and to 
run from the head of the homecoming lane.

EVERAL juvenile sons and daughters, repre- 

senting the first crop of Altawood, a good 
cup performer of a few seasons back, are cavort- 
ing about the Louisville tracks. The Mrs. C. B. 
Head sire may make a name for himself at stud. 
One thing that might be accounted a point in his 
favor is the fact that he stamps his get with his 
own shape and color. Altawood’s sire, Master 
Robert, also was a fine stayer, his chief mission 
in life being that of hounding Fair Play in the 
distance events. If memory serves me right, he 
beat the sire of Man o’ War, too. Altawood was 
small, but he had a big heart and his cyclonic 
stretch rushes will not soon be forgotten.

JACOPO IN GOOD CONDITION 


INCE Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort has a number 

of ‘American patrons and a wide acquaint- 
ance in the United States, and since he is train- 
ing a colt which is popularly believed to have a 
good chance to win this year’s Derby at Epsom 
Downs under the colors of Marshall Field, an 
American, the following from the pen of “War- 
ren Hill,” in The Sporting Life (London), will 
be of more than passing interest: 

I recently had an opportunity of visiting the 
Freemason Lodge stables, which shelter one of 
the biggest strings at Newmarket. Although 
Capt. Boyd-Rochfort has enjoyed marked suc- 
cess for several years the outlook has never been 
so bright as it is for the forthcoming season, 
especially in relation to the classics. 


Mr. Marshall Field’s colt Jacopo, the winter 
favorite for the Derby, appears to have made 
excellent progress. The son of Sansovino— 
Black Ray has not, I should say, grown a great 
deal, but he is quite big enough, and if there is 
a blemish it is contained in the hypercritical 
suggestion that he is a trifle long in the back. 

Jacopo is nicely forward in condition, and, be- 
ing possessed of a delightful disposition, has only 
to continue to thrive to maintain the brilliant 
form revealed as a two-year-old. 

Mr. Marshall Field has another promising 
three-year-old in Corn Belt, who might well have 
pretensions to classic fame. He is a rich brown- 
coloured son of Son-in-Law—-Golden Corn, and, 
if a little overgrown, is otherwise difficult to 
fault. 

Though he has yet to make his debut, appear- 
ances will prove most deceptive should he fail 
to accomplish something out of the ordinary. 

Other three-year-olds with classic engage- 
ments to be especially noted are Mr. Wm. Wood- 
ward’s pair, Praetor and Sir Andrew, of whom 
the latter revealed better form last season. 

Both have wintered satisfactorily, and on looks 
alone, I have no doubt Sir Andrew compares 
favourably with any three-year-old in training. 

As the son of Sir Gallahad III. was placed a 
stone behind Jacopo in the Free Handicap, I 
find good reason to suppose the latter remains 
the chief hope of the stable in respect of the 
classics. 

There are a number of well-grown maiden 
three-year-olds capable of winning races notably: 
Royal Pilgrim (Swynford—Princesse du Quart), 
Pahokee (Spion Kop—Deocaun), Okachobee 
(Spion Kop—Needle Eye), Metapedia (Salmon 
Trout—Rosewyn), Victory VI. (Swynford—Line- 
age), Kinswoman (Buchan—Sister-in-Law), and 
Castle Gay (Buchan—Perfection). 

Of the older horses I am encouraged to make 
special mention of Sol de Terre, Racedale, and 
The Scout II., the last of whom appears to have 
made complete recovery from the mishap which 
prevented him from contesting the St. Leger. 

Sol de Terre is a beautifully compact and well- 
balanced colt, and the policy of exporting him 
from Ireland to race in this country is likely to 
be satisfactorily rewarded. 

The ability of Racedale, so unlucky in the 
Duke of York Stakes and Cambridgeshire Stakes 
last year, is well known. Having been turned 
out for the winter, he looks all the better for 
his rest, and can be relied upon to make “good” 
in due course. 

With so many smart-looking two-year-olds in 


the stable it is difficult to discriminate between 
them, but Lady Nunburnholme’s colt by Colo- 
rado—Perfection, a half-brother to Racedale, 
makes special appeal. He has all the makings 
of a high-class racehorse. 

I liked Mr. Marshall Field’s pair, Marine Law, 
a bay colt by Son-in-Law—Marissa, and more 
especially a chestnut filly by Phalaris—Prin- 
cesse du Quart. 


Mr. Wm. Woodward (Chairman of the New 
York Jockey Club) has two American-bred 
youngsters who are attractive to the eye in Mar- 
cargo, chestnut colt by Aga Khan—Lady Argos, 
and Lieutenant Lee, chestnut colt by General 
Lee—Filomar. 


In the same ownership are racing-like young- 
sters in Tetra Lass, grey filly by Tetratema— 
White Folly, and a brown colt by Pharos—Mity- 
lene. 

Col. Charteris owns a charming filly, Queen 
of the Suir (Tetratema—Laverock), an own sis- 
ter to Clogheen, while Lady Granard, a new 
patron, has a delightful chestnut filly by Pha- 
laris—Lady Naine, the dam tracing back to 
Lammermuir. 

Among others showing great promise I would 
particularly mention Mr. M. L. Schiff’s Blue 
Dust, a brown filly by Gainsborough—Golden 
Araby (her first foal), and Mr. J. H. Whitney’s 
brown filly by Solario—Damask, who is diffi- 
cult to fault. 


VALUABLE MARES, SURELY. 


The Irish correspondent of The Field (London) 
says: “No matter how many studs one may 
visit in England or Ireland, it is not likely that, 
a more valuable lot of broodmares is to be seen 
anywhere than those now at the Cloghran Stud, 
in County Dublin, on a visit to Blandford and 
Trigo, where the unusual spectacle is to be seen 
of four dams of Derby winners in one paddock. 
These are Malva (1919), by Charles O’Malley— 
Wild Arum, the dam of Blenheim; Athasi (1917), 
by Farasi—Athgreany, dam of Trigo; Felking- 
ton (1918), by Lemberg—Comparison, dam of 
Felstead, and Miss Matty (1914), by Marcovil--- 
Simonath, the dam of Papyrus. 

“The last named has her foal at foot, by Craig- 
an-Eran; Malva is in foal to Tetratema, Felking- 
ton to Solario and Athasi to Blandford, while 
all go to Blandford. 

“Blandford and the Cloghran Stud—which ex- 
tends to 1,000 acres of the best limestone land in 
the County Dublin—are the property of Mr. R. C. 
Dawson, the trainer. Trigo is the property of 
Mr. W. Barnett, who bred him and who refused 
the sum of £50,000 for him.” 


PROMPTITUDE’S LIVERPOOL CUP. 


The Liverpool Cup, run March 26, at Aintree, 
fell to J. D. Robertson’s Promptitude, a 7-year- 
old gelding by Decision—La Tigra, by Martagon. 
The race is at a mile and two furlongs and 170 
yards. Promptitude, which campaigned last year 
without winning a race, was an outsider at 100 
to 6. He beat W. M. Cazalet’s Moyresque three 
lengths, with Major John S. Courtauld’s Osiris 
third in the field of 18. The race was worth 
about $5,000 to the winner. On the same pro- 
gram Physician, racing for the American, Vivian 
Smith, won the Stanley Steeplechase.

ELIGIBLES FOR THE BELMONT. 


FTER March 31, the last day for declara- 
tions from the Belmont Stakes of 1931, em- 
ployees of the Westchester Racing Association 
counted 51 3-year-old colts and fillies still eligible 
for the big race of Saturday, June 13. The 
stakes closed December i, 1928, with 464 wean- 
lings entered. The field has now been cut to 49 
colts and two fillies. If ten of these go to the 
post and pay the $1,000 starting fee, the winner 
will receive $76,070. The two fillies are H. C. 
Phipps’ Romanesque and M. L. Schwartz’s Gun 
Play. The conditions and present eligibles follow: 


FOR 3-YEAR-OLDS. (In 1931.) By subscription of 
$10 each. If left in after November 1, 1929, a further 
subscription of $90 each. If left in after July 1, 1930, a 
further subscription of $100 each. If left in after the 
last Tuesday in March, 1931, a further subscription of 
$100 each. Starters to pay $250 additional. Westchester 
Racing Association to add $25,000, of which $7,500 to 
the second, $3,000 to the third and $1,000 to the fourth. 
The nominators of the winner, of the second and of the 
third horse to receive $2,000, $1,000 and $500 respectively, 
out of the stakes, whether they are the owners of the 
horses when the race takes place or not. Colts, 126 lbs.; 
fillies, 121 lbs. By filing on or before November 1, 1929, 
with the Westchester Racing Association, an accepted 
transfer of the foal’s entry, the original subscriber will 
be released from any further liability as to the engage- 
ment of said entry.

THE GRAND NATIONAL 


NE-TWO-THREE! A perfect score for Irish 

breeders, fairly describes the Liverpool 
Grand National, with two former stablemates 
fighting for supremacy over the last two miles. 
Both Grakle, the winner, and Gregalach, the sec- 
ond, were at one time the property of T. K. Laid- 
law, a very popular Scotch resident in Ireland. 
They were both put up for sale by auction, 
Gregalach going to Mrs. Gemmell for $25,000, and 
rewarding her by winning the National in ’29. 
Grakle was knocked down to Cecil Taylor and re- 
mained with Tom Coulthwaite, who always be- 
lieved that he would some day win a National, 
and repay his owner for the $20,000 which he 
cost. He is a 9-year-old bay gelding; was bred 
at the Hanover Stud, which is owned by the 
Slocock Brothers in the County Carlow, and is by 
Jackdaw (the sire of Brown Jack, and Nightjar, 
one of the best horses that ever ran in India) 
from Lady Crank, who traces back to Eblana by 
A. 1. She was the third dam of The White 
Knight, and speaking from memory I think it 
was from this family that Woodbrook came. He 
won in 1881; was named after Tom Kirkwood’s 
place in County Rosscommon, and was ridden by 


Tommy Beasley, who had won the previous year 
on ' Empress. 

Gregalach, a chestnut gelding, nine years old, 
is by My Prince (sire of Easter Hero, and many 
other good chasers), from St. Germaine, and was 
bred by M. Finlay. Annandale, which was third, 
was bred by H. M. Hartigan at Clownstown, not 
far from the Hill of Tara, and is a 9-year-old 
brown gelding by Southannan, from Lady Neggs 
by *Huon. 

What happened to the others, we have nothing 
very definite at this time. 

No one knows any better than Tom Coulth- 
waite what is required to win a National, this 
being his third, Eremon in 1907, and Jenkins- 
town in 1910. Rathnally should have won in 
1911, just beaten by bad luck. During the thirty- 
odd years that he has trained, he has won about 
every important steeplechase in England, Liver- 
pool and Manchester being his favorite battle 
grounds, at the latter place at a two-days meet- 
ing he won eight of the twelve races on the card. 

A fine athelete in his early days, he was at- 
tracted to racing by the successes of Irish horses 
trained by the late H. E. Linde, in the nineties. 
Terry Kavanaugh and Willie Hoysted, who rode 
for Linde, were, I think, on the backs of his first 
winners. A Lancashire man by birth, with 
thousands of followers in the north of England, 
he has certainly merited the success which has 
come his way, as has Bert Lyall, who rode the 
winner. KILDARE.

A. T. A. STOCK AS COLLATERAL. 
In the course of a petition filed in the suit of 


Receiver Paul C. Keyes against directors and 
former directors of the defunct National Bank 


*Light Brigade— 


of Kentucky at Louisville, seeking a judgment of 
$14,000,000 on their liability, it is stated that 
loans were made ‘on a fourth of the capital 
stock of the American Turf Association.” Much 
of this stock was owned by James B. Brown, 
president of the bank, who put it up as collateral 
when giving notes for money to be used in con- 
nection with BancoKentucky Company and for 
publication of The Herald-Post. The petition 
sets out in detail what the receiver avers to have 
been illegal loans, and in summarizing the many 
such, The Louisville Times had the following to 
say of instances where American Turf Associa- 
tion stock is mentioned as collateral, or where 
persons identified with racing other than Mr. 
Brown, a director of the A. T. A., were named 
as borrowers: 

J. Matt Chilton, ‘prominent in State and national 
politics, was a friend of the defendant, Brown,” and 
borrowed a total of $550,000 on 24,429 shares of American 
Turf Association. No demand for payment was ever 
made and the dividends, aggregating $130,000, were 
not applied to the notes, but permitted to go to Chilton 
“for his own purposes, including a trip to Europe.” 

Reed and Reed, an insurance firm, composed of 
McKay Reed and Stanley L. Reed, “friends of the 
defendant Brown, but without means entitling them to 
speculate in stocks or to credit save in small amounts,”’ 
borrowed without security for the purchase of stocks. 
They owe the bank $45,743.75 on unsecured notes and 
but the bank loaned him $77,397.78 on which a loss of 
$57,653 on notes secured by BancoKentucky and Ameri- 
can Turf stock worth about $6,000. 

Daniel E. O'Sullivan, resident manager of Churchill 
Downs, Inc., “another friend of the defendant Brown,” 
was not “possessed of any financial worth or credit,” 
$19,000 will be sustained and $25,379.17 on which a loss 
of $20,000 will be sustained. 

In a collection of loans marked as Exhibit D 
is listed one to Charles N. Lewis, secretary of 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission, dated 
November 20, 1929, for $945, and another dated 
March 31, 1928, for $4,550 which had been re- 
duced to $4,542.31. 


The day following the publication of the fore- 
going in the Louisville papers, came the an- 
nouncement that James B. Brown has resigned 
from the directorate of the American Turf Asso- 
ciation and from the boards of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad (on which he has been suc- 
ceded by Judge Robert W. Bingham, owner of 
The Courier-Journal and The Louisville Times, 
his great rival in Louisville) and from all other 
boards on which he had seats. 

On the same day also came the announcement 
that “Daniel E. O’Sullivan, resident manager of 
Churchill Downs filed a voluntary petition in 
bankruptcy.” The Herald-Post said: 

Mr. O'Sullivan listed liabilities of $103,374.56 and 
assets of $67,322.68. In the liabilities were listed notes 
held by Paul C. Keyes, receiver for the National Bank 
woe amounting to $102,772.95 and taxes at 

The notes at the bank are secured by 2,925 shares of 
Standard Oil of Kentucky stock valued at $62,887.50 with 
dividends due as of January 1, 1931, and April 1, 1931, 
amounting to $2,925. In addition 1,000 shares of Banco- 
Kentucky Stock is posted as collateral. The value was 
noted, “undetermined.” A bank balance of $1,410.18 as 
of November 17, 1930, is listed as a liability. 

The assets included the stock, bank balance and 
dividends due. 

Other liabilities undetermined are assessments due the 
National Bank of Kentucky on BancoKentucky stock, 
assessments due the Louisville Trust Company on the 
same stock and the assessments due the BancoKentucky 
Corporation on the stock. 

Mr. O'Sullivan resides at 1366 South Third street. 

On April 3, the Jefferson County (Kentucky) 
grand jury brought in an indictment against 
Rogers Caldwell of Nashville in connection with 
the BancoKentucky deal and returned new in- 
dictments against James B. Brown and Charles 
F. Jones.

NO STARTING STALLS. 

TARTING at the forthcoming Lexington 

meeting, according to announcement of the 

Kentucky Association management last week in 
response to a movement of horsemen for a gate 
of stalls, will be done from a barrier of tapes. 
Secretary Fred A. Forsythe of the Thoroughbred 
Horse Association said that Manager Thomas S. 
Scott’s statement amounts to an ultimatum, and 
that after talking with a number of the trainers 
now having quarters at the Lexington track he 
found that, while they want starting from stalls, 
they are afraid, because of the power of the 
management to deny them stabling accommoda- 
tions in the future and otherwise to harrass them, 
they prefer that the petition not be presented. 

Talking with some of the trainers, THE BLOOD- 
HORSE finds that they regard the management’s 
action as autocratic and something that they 
will not soon forgive or forget, though they may 
not outwardly display or express their resent- 
ment. The horsemen do not know why they have 
been denied their preference in this matter. The 
management has only told them that the starting 
is to be from a barrier, without stalls, and that 
decision is final. The horsemen say that if it 
is the cost, they would gladly supply the differ- 
ence. They feel, too, that they are as much or 
more a part of the sport or industry of racing as 
are the paid managers of the race tracks and 
that they should at least have opportunity to ex- 
press their preference. The situation, THE BLOOD- 
HORSE thinks, savors of the iron heel and is to 
be regarded as another of numerous mistakes in 
policy made since the Kentucky tracks came 
under monopolistic and political control. It is, 
indeed, regrettable. 


THE K. A. BOOK. 


The book of race conditions for the Kentucky 
Association’s spring meeting of 10 days, begin- 
ning Saturday, April 18, and inaugurating the 
season in Kentucky, was distributed during the 
past week to horsemen. It is the work of Judge 
William H. Shelley, long time racing secretary, 
and is in his usual good style. Horsemen have 
noted with interest and much discussion the fact 
that in claiming races the minimum price is put 
at $2,500, whereas the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission at its recent meeting in Covington 
fixed the minimum for Dade Park at $1,000, 
Lexington at $1,500 and Louisville and Latonia 
$2,000. The object, of course, is to get rid of the 
cheaper horses, but horsemen who have the topic 
under discussion at Lexington are now wonder- 
ing if it will work out that way. 

“TI think you will find some very unusual situ- 
ations,” said E. E. Major, who was passing 
through Lexington from Havana and St. Johns 
to Aurora, where his horses now are, the past 
week end. “It is my guess,” he told several 
horsemen, “that the fellow who has been running 
for $500 will be right there with his horse, and 
that he will find in the same race some fellow 
who wouldn’t take $5,000 for his horse. Then 
what? The $5,000 fellow will be 1 to 3, and the 
others write your own ticket. And then? Poor 


betting and decreased take for the association. 
Be that as it may, we will get some informa- 
tion on the subject of elimination by other than 
the laws of supply and demand, which we do not 
possess, and THE BIOOD-HORSE thanks the Ken- 
tucky Association for having made the move.

THE CHURCHILL DOWNS BOOK. 


The condition book for the first week of racing 
at Churchill Downs this spring was issued last 
week-end. The first race is a six furlong claim- 
ing race in which the claiming price is $6,000, the 
third race has a claiming price of $2,500, and the 
last race of the day is at a mile and a sixteenth, 
$5,000 top and bottom. It is an ambitious be- 
ginning for a Churchill Downs meeting, or for 
any meeting. The claiming price minimum, con- 
forming to the new rule, is $2,000, but most of 
the races have a higher figure. Stakes dates, 
conditions and nominations for the entire meet- 
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ing are also included in the book. The stakes 
dates are as follows: 
May 2—Clark Handicap, $10,000 added, 3-year-olds and

BOWIE’S FIRST WEEK. 


CHARITY program Monday, March 30, at 

Bowie opened the Maryland racing season, 
and the next day George Collins’ Thistle Ann 
won the Inaugural Handicap, feature of the day 
which kad been scheduled as the regular open- 
ing date. Crowds and “the handle” were small 
all through the week. The mutuel play was 
enough to indicate a lean year. The charity day 
handle was $236,673, as compared with $492,935 
for last year’s opening. The week’s assortment 
of weather included rains and cold winds, and 
the track was never at its best and sometimes 
at its worst. The week, however, was not a dis- 
couraging beginning for the season, as Bowie 
and bad weather have been getting on quite well 
together for a number of years and better times 
will come with better conditions. The first race 
of the season, to the surprise of many, had no 
C. V. Whitney horse entered. It has been the 
custom of this stable to make an effort to win 
the first race of the Maryland program every 
spring. The race fell to Sky Alight, a Dorwood 
Stable 2-year-old which is a half-sister to the 
good iilly Current. Jockeys P. Remillard and A. 
Robertson were the riding heroes of the week, 
Remillard, a youngster, riding three winners in 
one day. Remillard won the Inaugural Handi- 
cap on Thistle Ann and Robertson won the James 
= Memorial Handicap Saturday with Myn- 
eer. 


MYNHEER WINS EASILY. 


The second runing of the James Rowe Memor- 
ial Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds, seven 
furlongs), at Bowie, Saturday, April 4, resulted 
in an easy victory for W. E. Caskey, Jr.’s, Myn- 
heer (118), the favorite. With Jockey A. Robert- 
son up, Mynheer carried the second highest 
weight in the field of nine, raced under restraint 
to the stretch and same through on the inside to 
beat the California Stable’s General A. (116), by 
a little over a length. Eight lengths further back 
came the pacemaker, Barrido (110), owned by 
William Ziegler, Jr. J. E. Davis’ Gigantic (114)

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FATHER BILL 


By W. B. GILPIN. 


[Editor’s Note: The dates given herein for 
Mr. Daly’s birth and his coming to America were 
supplied by Mrs. Daly.) 


C. DALY, well known to all followers of 
« the Eastern Turf as “Father Bill’ Daly, 
died at his home, 4209 Avenue I, Flatbush, 
Brooklyn, Thursday, April 2. It had long been a 
standing joke among race track followers to ask, 
“How old is Bill Daly?” in the same way as it 
was at one time the fashion to ask, “How old is 
Anne’” Now that the good old sportsman has 
passed away it is permitted to know the answer 
to the query. His age is authentically stated at 
94 years. He was born at Dongourney, County 
Cork, Ireland, in 1837. Though he has not re- 
cently raced any horses under his familiar colors, 
red, green cap, he has been a regular attendant 
at the races, and was to be seen most days around 
the paddock, so that his death was somewhat un- 
expected. He had undergone an operation, and 
this was succeeded by pneumonia, which caused 
his death. His wife and five grown up children 
were ali present when the end came. 


When Daly was seven years of age, in 1844, he 
was brought by his father to America, and settled 
with his parents at Hartford, Conn. As a young 
man he worked in the neighboring stone quarries, 
and it was while following this vocation he had 
the misfortune to break a leg, which was subse- 
quently amputated. It was said of him that he 
would not go to the expense of buying a false 
leg, but manufactured his own, and his friend, 
“Airplant Casey,’’ was wont to say, “You can al- 
ways tell when Bill is coming, even when you 
cannot see him. You can hear his leg squeak 
around the corner.” 


After meeting with his accident, he followed 
the profession of bartender for a time, at the 
same hotel which in later years he owned. He 
had always been a horseman by inclination, and 
at the early age of 17 he gave up tending bar, 
and became a regular follower of the trotting 
turf, owning and driving trotters. It was in 1870 
he first became connected with the running turf, 
having traded a pacer to D. J. Crouse, of Chilli- 
cothe, for the running mare Lorena. She was 
his start in the running horse game, and with 
her he was fairly successful. In the past few 
years of his career he has invariably had as many 
as from twelve to twenty horses in his stable, 
mostly selling platers. Seldom did any of them 
amount to much, though he did occasionally pull 
off a good stakes with a cast-off from the Bel- 
mont or another of the big stables. He was a 
wonderful man with a cripple, and occasionally 
would resurrect a horse in most unexpectec 
fashion. 


He was a good judge of horseflesh, and of a 
horse’s capabilities, but it is as a maker of the 
world’s most famous jockeys that his name will 
be chiefly remembered. James McLaughlin was 
the first celebrity who owed his great success 
to Daly’s tutelage. He had raised little Jimmy 
from a T7-year-old waif and stray, whom. Mrs. 
Daly had salvaged from her doorstep, and made 
him one of the world’s finest riders. Jimmy was 
the first of Daly’s list of champions. In succes- 
sion to him he turned out such world renowned 
artists as Winnie O’Connor and Danny Maher, not 
te mention home celebrities such as “Daredevil” 
Fitzpatrick, Harry Griffin, Mickey Miles, Patsy 


McDermott, Jimmy and Johnny Lamley, Michael 
Sheedy, Johnny Daly, and one of the greatest— 
Snapper Garrison. It is a roster of celebrities 
such as can be credited to no other instructor. 
“Pa” ruled his pupils with an iron hand, yet de- 
spite his stern and somewhat harsh disciplinary 
measures, one and all of them retained an amount 
of reverence for his teaching, and, it might be 
added, his chastising. . 


For many years Daly lived at his home, with 
the stables adjoining, on Daly’s Lane (now Ave- 
nue T), near by the old Gravesend track, and it 
was only when the track was abolished and the 
property converted into building lots that he sold 
his property and retired to Flatbush. He also 
sold his Hartford Hotel property later and in- 
vested the money in Flatbush real estate. His 
family consists of a widow and eight children, 
three sons and five daughters. Three of the 
daughters are married, Mrs. Kolts, Mrs. Mac- 
Veany and Mrs. Mulvennan. Funeral services 
were held Saturday morning, and the body was 
interred at the St. John Cemetery. 


Many funny tales are told in connection with 
the old man’s career, tales which he laughed at 
and enjoyed as much as anyone. One of the 
jokes was concerning his wooden leg, the foot 
of which was at all times encased in a boot simi- 
lar to the sound foot. A reporter, when visiting 
his stable one morning, saw him endeavoring to 
make a horse keep his ailing leg steady in a tub © 
of water, the water being scalding hot. ‘“That’s 
cruelty, Bill. No horse could stand that!” 


“Not a bit of it, Chile, I could stand my own 
leg in that. That’s none so hot.” 


“Bet you five, you can’t hold your foot in it 
for even half a minute,” said the reporter. 

“That’s a bet,” said Bill. “Put up your money.” 
And he took out a bill, and promptly put his foot 
in the boiling water, and held it there. 


“There now! Didn’t I tell you? There’s no 
cruelty about that. You know I wouldn’t hurt 
the horse.”” It is said the money was paid over, 
but whether there is any truth in the story is a 
question 

Another yarn about the old timer was this. 
Daly and Green Morris were standing on the 
vleachers of the Gravesend stand, when a tele- 
graph messenger, by name “Lightning,” ran up 
with a message. “Telegram for you, Mr. Daly.’ 

“Is that so?” asked Father Bill. Who’s it 
from ?” 

“How should I know?” answered Lightning. 
“Better open it. and see.” 

In those days neither Daly nor Morris could 
read or write. But Father Bill did not wish the 
world at large to know of his deficiency, so, tak- 
ing out his spectacles, and fixing them on his 
nose, he opened up the message, and made as if 
to read it. He couldn’t, of course, know a word 
of what it said, but merely gave a grunt of dis- 
approval, and handed it on to Green Morris, 
thinking Green would read it to him, remarking 
at the same time, “Ain’t that hell, Green!” 

Green took the message from Father Bill, took 
out his spectacles, arranged them carefully on his 
nose, and proceeded to study the message, which 
Bill had handed to him. He had no idea what it 
contained, any more than Bill had, but he was 
not going to give himself away. He handed the 
tissue back to Daly, and merely shook his head, 
exclaiming, “By gad, Bill, that is hell.” And so 
the message had to remain unknown until ‘it 
reached Mrs. Daly at the cottage, and she told 
Bill the meaning of it.
